Tax Kwangei official transit pasa and likin 
Proclamation, published by uson the 13th | 
inet., does not appear to commend itself to 
those merchants and traders who have an, 
intimate acquaintance with Chincso mands- 
rins. To them it seems to ‘sound: only an. 
‘other keynote in which the samo’ old tune 
of delay, prevarication, ‘aquoozing’ and 
differsntial taxation will be played: It is 
felt;-and it ia well thet’our British officials 
ought to know how the proclamation is re- 
garded, it is felt that it is not the issuing 
of proclamations that will stop the illegal 
taxation of tho transit pass goods: 
No proclamation will avail while it contains 
the words ‘such dues to bo collected from 
tho purchaser.’ Whatever illogat dues may 
be collected. -from the Chinese purchaser, 
an appeal to the British or any other For- 
eign Consul will assuredly be answered: 

‘I am not in a position to get,redrona for 
a Chineso subjcct from his own officials.’ 

Ordinarily duties are collected from the | 
shipper or-fromthe consignee, not from the 


purchaser as such ; butoh trinsit pass goods 
Lo-ti shui is collected from the purchaser in 
order to prevent any effective appeal to For- 
eign Powers, The Viceroy of Canton, some 
two years ago, recognising (without any 
proclamation, bo it obscrved)-the illegality 


of differential taxation, assured the British {° 


Consul at Canton that no differential. taxa- 
tion was lovied on transit pass goods. In 
order, to prova this false, a Hongkong 
pioneer merchant porsonally took~goods 
halé undor transit pass and balf with- 
out, paying all duties on tho’ -lattor 
half en rotte at the different - barriers, 
At the destination he managed to 
get receipts for the duties levied. The 
transit pasa goods paid’a larga Lo-tt shui, 
and oii the other goods no further charge 
was levied.
